The car started upward st o rapld rate
and when' It regolied the ffth a[m-r came n
contact with gome heayy planks, The oper-
ator at the foot of the shaft bronght the
car to a sudden stop uid the mexn, thinking
that the clevntor was nbout to gire Wy,
became: greatly exclied. The mab at the
motor then reversed the machine and the
car starred downwand.

When the fourth flopr was reached
three of the mefn, one pf whom was Robin-
son, Jumped off. The Intter. however, lost
his balnnee and fell backwurd. The car had
descended o rapkdly thnt Robinson did not
overtnke 1t. His body shot throngh the alr,
head downward.

At the second floor his head struek an
fran. bewm, fracturing his skull, When the
elevator had rescehod the ground door Robio-
roll's dlmost llfeless body came erdshing
through the Himsy roof of the car.

He dled within a few mitiutes.  Roblnson
was opnmarriod and Boprded al Noo 8340 West
Thirty-utth streot.
